REPORT  of  the  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31ST  December,  1904. 
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To  his  IVoi'skip  the  Mayor  and  Memhers  of  the 
Town  Council. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, — I have  the 
honour  of  submitting  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1904. 

The  various  percentages  are  based  on  a population 
of  4, 437  (census  1901),  inhabited  houses  955,  and  an 
area  of  403  acres. 

The  number  of  persons  per  house  is  4.6. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  was 
116,  an  increase  of  7 over  last  year,  the  male  births 
being  62  and  female  54,  ten  of  the  births  being 
illegitimate.  The  rate  is  26.1  per  1,000  births  regis- 
tered Last  year’s  rate  was  24.5  and  the  average  for 
the  last  ten  years  25.9. 

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
was  68  ; males,  29  ; females,  39  ; giving  a death-iate 
of  15.3  fMAhadiaaMiiih.  Excluding  ii  deaths  of 
of  non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  Workhouse, 
this  gives  53  as  the  number  of  the  deaths,  and  a 
death-rate  of  12.8.  It  is  lower  than  last 
year,  namely,  56  deaths,  with  the  rate  13.O.  and 
much  lower  than  the  average  death-rate  (14.7)  fo’’ 
the  last  ten  years. 
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Causes  of  Death. — Of  the  adults  and  children, 
diseases  of  the  chest  are  accountable  for  25  deaths, 
viz. , whooping  cough,  2;  phthisis,  5 (i  male,  4 
females)  ; bronchitis,  6 ; pneumonia,  2 ; pleurisy,  i ; 
heart  disease,  9.  Other  diseases  ; — -Tubercular 
diseases,  2 ; cancer,  4 ; diseases  of  brain  and  nervous 
system,  3 ; debility  from  age,  x8  ; premature  birth, 
3 ; convulsions.  2.  Nearly  half  of  the  deaths  regis- 
tered were  of  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and  over. 
The  average  age  of  the  15  inmates  who  died  in  the 
workhouse  was  76.4  years.  Two  deaths  were  caused 
by  whooping  cough,  one  from  enteritis,  and  one  from 
puerperal  fever,  the  zymotic  death-rate  being  .9  per 
1,000.

Only  one  death  occurred  among  the  cases  notified, 
namely,  that  of  puerperal  fever.  The  diphtheria 
occurred  in  two  houses,  two  in  each  house.  The  first 
two  ca.ses  were  no  doubt  contracted  from  a child  re- 
turned home  after  being  discharged  from  a Metropol- 
itan fever  Hospital,  I had  some  correspondence 
with  the  medical  superintendent  of  the  hospital.  It 
appears  that  every  precaution  was  taken  on  the  child’s 
discharge,  but  it  onlj'  shows  the  absolute  necessity  of 
a very  careful  examination  of  the  nasal  discharge,  if 
any,  and  of  a sterile  swab  applied  to  the  throat  prov- 
ing negative  before  a patient  .should  be  allowed  to 
mix  with  others.  With  the  facilities  the  Council  has 
granted  for  a bacteriological  examination  of  a sterile 
swab  from  .suspected  cases,  and  the  proof  of  a nega- 
tive result  of  tho.se  who  have  had  diphtheria  before 
they  are  allowed  to  mix  with  the  healthy,  any  epid- 
emic of  diphtheria  should  be  avoided.  The 
first  case  of  .scarlet  fever  (notified  in  Augu.st) 
was  that  of  a child,  : n inmate  of  the  work- 
house,  who  attended  school  in  the  town. 
He  was  effectually  isolated,  and  no  further  cases 
occurred  in  the  w’orkhouse  The  second  case  was 
notified  in  September,  and  was  that  of  a boy  who 
attended  the  same  school,  and  W'as  in  the  same  class 
as  the  previous  case.  I visited  the  school,  inspected 
the  children  more  e.specially  the  class  to  which  the 
two  boys  I elonged, but  w ith  no  definite  result.  The  next 
cases,  five  in  number,  were  reported  in  November, 


and  occurred  in  a house  which  was  in  close  proximity 
to  that  of  the  last  case, leading  one  to  suspect  infection 
from  that  case  ; but  it  was  impossible  to  determine 
if  the  infection  were  thus  derived,  for  the  house  of 
case  2 had  been  thoroughly  disinfected  under  your 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  supervision,  and  the  occupants 
had  moved  out  several  weeks  before  the  five  cases 
were  notified.  The  drainage  of  the  house  in  w'hich 
the  five  cases  occurred  was  most  unsatisfactory, 
allowing  the  sewer  gas  to  freely  enter  the  dwelling. 
The  drains  have  since  been  relaid  and  tested  and  are 
now  in  order.  This  case  of  five  children  in  one  house 
attacked  by  an  infectious  disease  makes  manifest  the 
urgent  nee-1  of  an  infectious  ho.spital  ; for  there 
being  but  two  bedrooms  in  the  house  it  was  imposs- 
ible to  employ  a nurse,  and  the  father  was  ob  iged  to 
rem.ain  at  house  to  assist  his  wife  in  nur.sing  the 
children.

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Mii.kshops.— Since 
my  special  report  on  the  above  to  you  in  June  last  a 
great  many  of  the  defects  therein  mentioned  have 
been  remedied  and  the  others  promised.  I am  very 
pleased  to  say  that  an  improvement  has  taken  place 
in  the  manner  in  which  your  regulations  in  regard  to 
lime-washing  and  cleansing  premises  and  yards  : re 
carried  out  ; and  in  some  cases  the  owners  have  re- 
paired structural  defects.  In  some  cowsheds  the 
floors  are  still  not  cleaned  regularly,  and  the  manure 
in  the  yards  is  not  frequently  enough  removed. 

Slaughter  Houses.  — Regularly  inspected. 
Most  of  the  slaughter  houses  are  kept  very  clean,  in 
some  greater  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  cleanli- 
ness of  the  utensils  connected  w'ith  the  killing,  and 
the  offal  and  hides  should  be  removed  at  once  after 
the  carcase  is  dressed. 

Bakehouses. — Regularly  inspected  and  periodi- 
cally lime  washed 

Housing  of  the  Working  Ci.asses. — One  case 
of  over-crowding  has  been  dealt  with. 

Water  Supply. — The  scheme  of  a new'  water 
."supply  to  the  w'hole  town  is  still  unsettled,  although 
it  is  urgently  needed. 

Sewage,  Drainage,  Etc. — The  effluent  from 
the  sewage  farm  has  been  of  good  quality,  the  sludge 
satisfactorily  treated,  and  the  management  efficient. 
The  sew'ers  are  flushed  weekly.  The  streets  are  kept 
clean  hy  dail}’  sweeping,  and  the  house  refuse  is 
removed  twice  a w'eek  in  the  greater  part  of  the  area. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — Have  been  in- 
spected and  the  various  defects  remedied. 

OuT-W’oRKER.s. — Most  of  the  out-workers  have 
been  visited  ; the  work  is  lace  mending  and  collar 
making.  None  of  the  premises  have  been  sufficiently 
unwhole.some  to  require  notices  prohibiting  the  work. 

The  Years  Work.  — The  work  on  the  Crew- 
kerne  road  sewer  has  not  been  begun,  and  the  sewage 
purification  scheme  has  made  no  advance.  The 
sewer  in  Howard’s  Row  was  relaid  for  the  purpose 
of  draining  some  new  building's. 

The  very  comprehensive  report  of  the  L spector  of 
Nuisances  has  been  printed  and  distributed.  I can 
.>;peak  most  favourably  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisance’s 
efficient  work  during  the  year.  In  conclusion,  I beg 
to  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  )’our  kind  support.

I beg  to  submit  to  you  particulars  of  my 
report  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  December,  1904.

The  infectious  diseases  show  an  increase  of  9 over 
last  year,  and  six  of  these  might  have  been  prevented 
had  the  Corporation  an  isolation  hospital  to  have  sent 
the  cases  into  immediately  they  were  notified.  In 
one  case  we  had  five  children  down  with  scarlet  fever 
in  one  house,  and  two  cases  of  diphtheria  in  tw’o 
different  houses,  and  no  doubt  (owing  to  want  of 
proper  isolation,  which  was  impossible  under  the 
circumstances)  one  child  contracted  the  disease  from 
the  other.  In  most  cases  the  rooms,  bedding,  etc., 
are  disinfected  by  your  inspector  at  the  expense  of 
the  Borough. 

Schools. 

The  head  teachers  of  the  schools  are  notified  of  any 
infectious  disease  existing  at  the  homes  of  any  of  their 
scholars. 

The  sanitar}'  arrangements  are  periodically  in- 
spected. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops. 

Regularly  inspected,  further  improvements  prom- 
ised, periodically  limew'ashed.  There  is  a marked 
improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  interior  of 
cowsheds.  The  greatest  difficulties  seem  to  be  the 
daily  cleansing  of  floors  and  the  too  infrequent 
removal  of  dung  from  the  yard. 


Regularly  inspected  and  limewashed.  One  has 
practically  been  reconstructed  and  the  floor  of  one  has 
been  repaired,  other  improvements  are  promised. 
Slaughter  Houses. 

Regularly  inspected  and  limewashed.  Too  much 
care  cannot  be  taken  in  the  cleansing  and  the  proper 
managenient  of  these  slaughter  houses,  and  I am 
pleased  to  say  in  most  cases  they  are  very  well  kept. 
More  attention  should,  however,  be  given  to  the 
removal  of  hides,  offal,  and  other  objectionable 
matter  immediately  after  the  carcase  has  been  dressed, 
and  the  cleansing  of  knives,  hooks,  racks,  aud  killing 
utensils. 

Market  Field. 

Regularly  cleansed,  posts,  rings,  tie-ups  period- 
ically limew’ashed,  and  all  sheep  hurdles  and  pig  pens 
have  been  disinfected. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

Register  kept,  periodically  inspected,  also  most  of 
the  houses  of  home  w'orkers,  and  with  few  exceptions 
are  satisfactory. 

Explosives  Act. 

Stores  for  explosives  have  been  periodically  in- 
spected. 

Sewers. 

One  ventilating  shaft  has  just  been  erected  ou  the 
highest  portion  of  the' Combe  stree*  sewer,  and  is 
working  satisfactorily.  The  sewers  are  flushed  w’eekly, 
and  the  manholes  and  dirt  boxes  periodically 
cleansed. 

Sewage  Farm. 

Very  good  effluents  have  been  obtained  during  the 
year,  and  no  complaint  has  been  received. 

The  new  sludge  pump  recentl}'  fixed  is  doing  good 
w'ork  and  saves  a large  amount  of  labour. 

The  old  field  has  been  ploughed  uj)  in  order  to 
aerate  and  cleanse  the  soil  which  it  badly  needed 

House  Refuse  Collection. 

The  house  refuse  of  the  “ Old  Borough  ” is  col- 
lected twice  weekly,  “Added  Area”  once.  The 
streets  are  scavenged  in  the  “ Old  Borough  ” and 
parts  of  the  “ Added  Area  ’’  once  daily,  the  remainder 
of  ‘ ‘ Added  Area  ” when  necessary. 

Owing  to  the  complaints  which  have  reached  me, 
I have  discontinued  using  the  Crowshute  tip  for  house 
refuse  for  that  portion  of  the  Borough,  and  have  in 
consequence  been  compelled  to  take  it  to  a greater 
distance  (in  one  instance  so  far  as  a mile  and  a half) 
out  of  the  town.  In  consequence  of  this  the  streets 
cannot  be  cleansed  of  refuse  as  quickty  as  formerly, 
unless  the  facilities  for  its  removal  are  improved.  I 
would  impress  upon  those  householders  who  possess 
dose  ranges  the  advisability  of  destroying  much  of 
the  refuse  now’  thrown  into  the  dustbins,  and  where 
there  are  gardens  vegetable  and  other  refuse  might 
with  advantage  be  dug  in,  and  much  of  the  waste 
paper  burnt  If  this  were  generally  done  the  con- 
tents of  the  bins  would  be  less  objectionable.  A large 
proportion  of  this  refuse  consists  of  trade  w aste,  and 
shopkeepers  should  bear  in  mind  that  a chaige  can 
legally  be  made  (and  in  many  towns  is  made)  for  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  such  refuse.  The  habit  of 
sweeping  out  shop  floors  into  the  public  streets  and 
W’ater  channels,  after  the  nmrning  cleansing  has  taken 
place,  is  a most  untidy  one,  and  certainlj’  does  not 
improve  the  appearance  of  the  thoroughfares.

Gentlemen, — Accompanied  bj'  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  I have  made  a systematic  inspection  of 
the  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  Milkshops,  Slaughter-houses, 
and  J-iakehouses  within  the  Borough.  In  regard  to 
the  cowsheds  and  dairies,  a few  of  the  occupiers  are 
carrying  out  your  regulations,  but  the  great  majority 
might  exercise  more  care  in  everything  connected 
with  the  milic  supply. 

Chard  Farm.  — Owner,  — Lord  Pouletl  ; 
Occupier, — Mr.  J.  Scott.  Cowsheds. — They  are 
well  constructed,  but  require  iimewashing,  and  the 
interior  boarding  cleansed  .and  limewashed.  Dairy. 
—Clean  but  not  well  ventilated.  Drainage. — The 
drainage  from  the  cowsheds  runs  into  the  yard.  The 
yard  is  so  uneven  that  a great  deal  of  the  drainage 
collects,  it  requires  filling  in  and  levelling.  The 
work  has  been  promised  and  is  now  in  hand. 

Old  Town  House. — Owner, — Captain  King  ; 
Occupier, — Mr.  W.  Roberts.  Cowsheds, — Delapi- 
dated  and  of  poor  construction.  The  interior 
requires  limewashing.  Dairy. — One  wall  damp  ; in 
other  respects  clean  and  satisfactory.  Drainage, — 
The  yard  requires  to  be  laid  more  evenly  to  prevent 
the  drainage  from  the  cowsheds  collecting,  and  the 
manure  should  be  removed  more  frequently. 

Snowdon. — Owner,— Mr.  W.  S.  Beviss.  Occupier, 
Mr.  G.  Slade.  Cowsheds. — Satisfactory.  Daily. — 
Milk  generally  sold  without  entering  dairy.  Yard 
and  drainage. — Very  much  improved. 

Ivy  Farm. — Owner  and  occupier, — Mr.J.  Brown. 
Cowsheds,  drainage,  and  yard  satisfactory.  Dairy. — 
Requires  limewashi  g. 

Newhouse  Farm,  Crimchard. — Owner, — 
Lord  Poulett.  Occupier, — Mr.  Simeon  Scott,  let  to 
Mrs.  Hoare.  Cowsheds. — The  interior  requires  a 
thorough  c'eaning  including  the  stalls  and  feeding 
cribs.  Limewashing  is  then  required.  A proper 
.system  of  drainage  is  badly  needed.  The  manure 
should  be  removed  more  frequently.  Dairy. — Requires 
cleaning  and  limewashing.  The  general  condition  of 
this  farm  is  bad  through  neglect. 

Guppy  Smith’s  Farm,  Crimchard. — Owner, — 
Mr.  Hext.  Occupier, — Mr.  Guppy  Smith.  Cow- 
-sheds. — Require  limewashing.  Drainage. — Good, 
with  the  exception  of  one  shed,  which  should  be 
drained  to  cesspool.  Dairy. — C'ean  and  satisfactory, 
but  small. 

Guppy’s  Farm,  Crimchard. — Owner, — ]Mr. 
Hext.  Occupier, — Mr.  Beaton.  Cowsheds. — Re- 
quires limewashing.  Yard. — The  manure  requires 
removing  more  frequently.  Dairy. — Milk  generally 
sold  without  entering  dairy. 

Pollard’s  Farm,  Crimchard. — Owner, — Lord 
Poulett  ; Occupier  Mr.  J.  Scott.  Cowsheds. — Re- 
quire limewashing  and  floor  repaired.  Yard. — 
Requires  filling  in  and  levelling.  Dairy. — Not  used. 

Crimchard  Farm — Owner.  — Lord  Pou'ett ; 
Occupier,  Mr.  J.  Scott.  Cowsheds. — No  cows  kept 
in  the  cowsheds.  Yard. — Clean  ai  d free  from 
manure.  Dairy.— Not  used. 

Furzehill  Farm. — Owner,  — Lord  Poulett  ; 
Occupier,  Mr.  R.  Roberts.  Cow'sheds, — The 
stonework  requires  limewashing  and  the  interior 
boarding  cleaned  and  limewashed.  The  floor 
of  cowshed  should  be  kept  free  from  manure  daily. 
Drainage. — The  cowsheds  drain  into  the  yard.  The 
yard  outside  the  cowstalls  is  very  bad  and  wants 
filling  in,  and  the  yard  drained.  The  manure  is  not 
removed  as  frequently  as  necessary.  Piggeries. — 
.\re  too  close  to  the  house  and  dairy  and  should  be 
removed  from  their  present  situation.  Dairy. — Used 
as  a larder  ; clean  and  well  ventilated.  A new  W.C. 
has  been  built  with  water  laid  'in  and  connected  with 
the  sewtr. 

Tootches  Farm. — Owner,  — Mr.  G.  Gawler  ; 
Occupier, — Mrs.  J.  Spiller.  Cowsheds. — Require 
limewashing  and  the  interior  boarding  cleaned  and 
limewashed.  Drainage. — Runs  into  cesspool  at  a 
sufficient  distance  from  house  and  cowsheds.  Yard. 
— The  marure  requires  removal  more  frequently. 
Dairy. — Clean  and  well  ventilated. 

Tapstone  Farm. — Owner, — Mr,  John  Hockey  ; 
Occupier, — Mr.  Backholer.  Cowsheds. — Require  to 
be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  limewashed  and  the  floors 
kept  free  from  manure.  The  drainage  from  cowsheds 
runs  into  yard,  where  it  collects.  Yard. — Requires 
cleaning  : kept  more  free  from  manure,  and  the  pres- 
ent very  soft  and  uneven  bottom  removed,  and  a 
proper  substance  substituted  and  properly  drained. 
Dairy. — Should  be  limewashed.  The  owner  informed 
us  on  our  inspection  last  year  that  he  was  about  to 
pull  these  buildings  down,  but  this  has  not  been  the 
case,  and  something  must  be  done  to  put  the  yard  and 
drainage  in  a better  state  of  repair  if  it  is  going  to  be 
used  for  dairy  purposes. 

The  slaughter-houses  in  the  occupation  of  Mrs. 
Diment,  Mr.  Masters,  Mr.  Gillingham,  Mr. 
Denning,  and  Mr.  Wheaton,  and  have  been  inspected, 
and  were  found  clean  and  kept  in  a satisfactory  state. 
The  owner  of  Mr.  Denning’s  slaughter-house  has  been 
written  to  respecting  the  drainage  of  these  premises, 
and  if  the  alterations  as  suggested  are  not  carried  out 
the  matter  will  be  reported  to  you  later. 

The  bakehouses  were  found  satisfactory  with  the 
exception  of  those  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Alford 
and  Mr.  Beake,  which  require  new  floors. 

Milkshops  : — The  vessels  and  milk  cortainers  kept 
in  a clean  state.  Very  little  milk  stored  as  the 
greater  part  is  distributed  direct  to  the  consumer.

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Notes. — (a)  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “ Residents  ” occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 
without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “ Localities  ” according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “ Non-residents occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  exchided  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
this  Table.

“ Residents  ” or  of  “ Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to 
be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should 
equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

(d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several"  Localities  ” in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal 

those  for  the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  IL,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at 
all  ages  in  column  2 of  this  Table  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the 
figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “ Diarrhoea  ” ai'e  to  be  included  deaths  certified  as  from  diarrhoea, 

alone  or  in  combination  with  some  other  cause  of  ill-defined  nature ; and  also  deaths 
certified  as  from 

Epidemic  enteritis ; 

Zymotic  enteritis ; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea  ; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras 
(in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included  those  cei'tified  as  from  Gasti’O- 
enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry 
from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Offi.cer  of  Health  should  have 
reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term 
“ Diarrhoea.”  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should 
be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all 
registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms. 


In  recording  the  facts  under  the  various  headings  of  Tables  1.,  II. , III.  and  IV.,  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  notes  on  the  Tables.
